- get Committee were followed by 
‘Jocal voters in the business por- 
tion of the annual town m ling on 
Monday of this week at the Telstar 
Auditorium, with Dexter Stowell 
as moderator, 
_ Local voters provided addition- 
al funds. to the recreational ac- 
counts. for baseball (to encompass 
a softball program) and swim- 
ming. An additional $4,700 for the 
Fire Department was approved, 

In discussion. of funds requested 
for the Miscellaneous Account, it 
was the apparent feeling of the 
voters that the town officials 
should pursue the question of res- 
ponsibility for a road in East 
Bethel that has been in contention 
for some time, The appropriation 
approved ‘for this account containg 
$2,500 for legal fees, most of which 
reportedly are earmarked for this 

sue, 


The majority of the local voters. 
were in favor of complying with 
requirements of the National Flood 
Insurance Act. of 1968. Some citi- 
zens expressed dissatisfaction with 
the proposed resolution, feeling it 
was merely another governmental 

- control over acts of private citi- 
zens. 

The voters authorized the Sel- 
ectmen to negotiate a contract with 
the Oxford County Economie Op- 
portunity Council to renovate and 
use the West Bethel School ag a 
center for its Head Start Program 
for 20 years or less, 

Authority was granted to the 
Selectmen and Assessors to enter 
into the necessary contracts for 
complete revalution of property 
in the town. 

The article seeking enactment of 
a Shoreland Zoning Ordinance was 
approved, Under current state stat- 
ule towns are required to enact 
such ordinances or at some future 
date the State will take steps to 
zone such areas, 

Permission was granted {o sell 
the Buffalo fire truck, purchased 
second-hand as an emergency mea- 
sure 20-odd years ago, funds realiz- 
ed to be used to purchase radio 
equipment for the fire department, 

Withdrawal of funds was author- 
ized from the Street Capital Tm- 
provement Fund to be used for 
hot topping streels, said sum not 
exceeding $10,000. 

In daytime voting at the Fire 
Station, Bradley Barker and Ar-
